Now  Dormitory  and  Home  Economics  Building 


This  building  will  be  completed  August  first,  1921.  It  occupies  nearly  an  acre  of  ground, 
lias  a floor  space  of  36,150  square  feet,  and  is  of  absolutely  fireproof  construction.  In 
addition  to  providing  residence  facilities  for  one  hundred  and  ten  more  students,  it  will 
contain  quarters  for  the  School  of  Home  Economics.  With  rooms  in  single  or  double 
arrangement,  the  latter  connecting  with  a private  bath,  with  two  sun  rooms  and  a kitchen- 
ette on  each  floor,  with  a reception  room  60  by  25  feet,  this  building  is  the  “last  word” 
in  a college  residence  hall. 
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
